Landis, once head of CAB 
and at another time chairman 
of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, said White House 
review of CAB and Tariff 
Commission decisions has been 
a “miserable failure.” He said 


U.S. Nickel Plant in Cuba 
Bombed Twice by Warplanes 


Heavy Damage Is Reported After Attacks 
on Offices and Warehouses 
in N icaro. 


HAVANA, Noy. 19 (AP)— 
The United States embassy an- 
nounced today. unidentified 
warplanes have twice bombed 


offices and warehouses of the 
United States government- 
owned Nicaro nickel mines on 
the northeastern coast of Cuba 
this week. The damage was 
reported heavy. 

There were no casualties 
among American personnel and 
the bombings themselves were 
not concentrated, an embassy 
spokesman said. 

The first attack was made 
Sunday and the second at 7:30 
a.m. Tuesday. 

Nicaro is in Oriente province, 
the main stronghold of Fidel 
Castro’s rebellion against Pres- 
ident Fulgencio Batista’s gov- 
ernment. 

Rebels long have been op- 
erating in the Nicaro area and 
at times have temporarily oc- 
cupied it. 

The embassy said it had no 
information on the identity of 
the attacking planes. There was 
an unconfirmed report govern- 
ment planes might have bombed 


ee 


the area if rebels were about 
at the time. 

Most communications with 
the rebel stronghold of Oriente 

are still cut off and 
there is only radio contact with 
Nicaro and other strategic 
areas. 

Sketchy reports received by 
the embassy said one plane 
bombed the Nicaro offices on 
Sunday and another plane yes- 
terday attacked the warehouses, 
where about $500,000 worth of 
machinery was stored. 

The embassy did not know 
how many bombs were dropped. 

More than 50 American fam- 
ilies were evacuated from Ni- 
caro by a United States Navy 
transport in October. They 
were taken out after govern- 
ment troops were suddenly 
withdrawn and rebel units 
moved into the town. Later the 
government sent reinforce- 
ments, reoccupied Nicaro and 
drove the rebels back into the 
surrounding hills. 

Twelve Americans are still in 
Nicaro. 

Meanwhile rebel broadcasts 
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it has been “responsible for 
the generation of some of the 
worst practices in the admin- 
istrative disposition of cases.” 

Landis, also a former dean 
of the Harvard Law School, 
told the House Legislative 
Oversight subcommittee that 
“better qualified men’’—not 
codes of ethics—are needed to 
curb improper activities by 
regulatory agency commission- 


ers. 

He said, however, that both 
Congress and the White House 
can hamper such regulatory 
agencies. 

Committee Interference, 

He said some congressional 
committee members “acting 
only individually or as a com- 
mittee ,. . have so to in- 
terfere in the sha of policy 
by fhe administrative agen- 
cies. 


However, he directed 

sharpest attack at the White 
House. 
For example, he noted that 
a CAB decision in an mterna- 
tional airline route case is sent 
to the Aye for 


approval.

“Their entire effort then be- 
comes concentrated upon the 
White House,” he said. “No one 
then knows who sees whom on 
the White House staff or what 
evidence is presented. 

“The procedure places a pre- 
mium on lobbying in its worst 
characteristics. 

“It is obvious that the Pres- 
ident personally cannot digest 
these enormous records and 
the decision — not reviewable 
for any reason in any court— 
will be made at some lower 
level on considerations apart 
from the record.” 


No Records Available. 


Landis said that the “full 
story of this executive over- 
sight has never been written” 
and probably never can be 
since no records are available. 

He added. “This is the star 
chamber at its worst with mil- 
lions of dollars of public sub- 
sidity at stake.” 

Landis protested that the 
selection of agency officials is 
“very casual” and generally 
involves political considera- 
tions. 

“Federal judges are screened 
in a way that members of regu- 
latory agencies are not,” he 
said. 

Landis said codes of ethics 
proposed by many Congress- 
men and others for the agen- 
cies probably would end up 
being mostly a “matter of 
form, not substance.” 

He made the statement dur- 
ing a panel discussion before 
the House influence investigat- 
ing subcommittee.

FRENCH FROGMEN 
MAKING ‘CHUTE 
JUMPS INTO SEA 


COLLIOURES, France, Nov. 
19 (AP)—The French army is 
training a group of parachutist- 
frogmen who can jump from 
1300 feet into the sea and 
swim under water for six miles. 
Their role in wartime could be 
sabotage actions on the open 
seas as well as’in ports. 

Many tourists have been able 
to watch these flying frogs 
parachute spectacularly into 
the Mediterranean, off this port 
city of southern France.

One of several speakers, 
George Goodwin, vice presi- 
dent of First National Bank of 
Atlanta, Ga., said two reasons 
for sharp rises in bank adver- 
tising and sales efforts are 
competition and “the fact that 
banks everywhere have to have 
more business just to held 
their own.” 

Since interest is the main 
source of income for banks, 
and interest rates for most, “at 
least small banks, are just 
about as high as they can go,” 
smaller banks are turning to 
larger ones for help in meet- 
nw» J their problems, Goodwin 
said. 

Thus “the large bank turns 
the attention of its specialists 
to the problems of its corre- 
spondents.” 

In a talk on the business 
outlook, Dwight W. Michener, 
economist of the Chase Man- 
hattan Bank of New York, said: 

“As the advance in business 
activity continues and the de- 
mand for funds expands, credit 
authorities: will likely find it 
necessary to place further limi- 
tations on expanding credit. 
Thus, the position of the com- 
mercial banks may be increas- 
ingly tight, and further rise in 
interest rates is a definite pos- 
sibility.” 

Ray J. Miller, vice president 
and personnel director of First 
National here, predicted that 
the next few years will bring 
many changes in‘handling of 
checks and other paper. 

“Changes in the automation 
or electronic field are now 
taking place so rapidly that it 
is presently difficult for many 
of us to decide what type of 
equipment and what systems 
will be best suited to our in- 
dividual requirements,” he said.

A spokesman for the indus- 
try, however, told the national 
conference on air pollution 
that much progress had been 
made, He said further efforts 
were mainly up to automobile 
owners. 


However, Harold W. Ken- 
nedy, Los Angeles county coun- 
sel, told the conference: “The 
individual motorist can no 
more control the emissions 
from his car’s exhaust than he 
can stop breathing, unless he 
stops driving.” 

He said that “the primary 
responsibility in controlling air 
contamination is squarely upon 
the shoulders of those who pro- 
duce it.” 

Describing motor vehicle ex- 
haust as “the major uncon- 
trolled contributor to our fa- 
mous smog,” Kennedy said: 

“One would think that the 
automobile industry would be 
gravely concerned and launch 
an all-out crash program to 
tame the lung-searing, eye- 
smarting monster which its in- 
genuity has unwittingly 
created. 


“The pitiful truth is that 
months and now years have 
passed since that industry was 
confronted with the indictment, 
and to date our automotive ex- 
perts have received no sub- 
6tantial evidence that any such 
all-out program has been acti- 
vated.” 

Kennedy said the Los An- 
geles County Board of Super- 
visors had asked the automo- 
bile industry for several years 
to speed its research activities 
on reducing the output of hy- 
drocarbon by automobiles. 

A report last month by the 
industry's scientific team was 
“most disappointing and not at 
all encouraging,” he said, “as 
they were unable to outline 
any prospective time schedule 
when the more than 6,000,000 
persons in Los Angeles county 
could look forward to the de- 
velopment of a device to cut 
down hydrocarbons from auto- 
moblies.

. His counsel, Joseph L. Rauh 
dr., of Washington, said. the 
job of the Supreme Court was 
to weigh the repressive effect 
of such questions on constitu- 
tionally guaranteed freedom of 
speech and association against 
the interest of the state in get- 
ting the answers. 
The court seemed to agree 
with this formulation, and op- 
posing counsel, Leslie Hall of 
Alexandria, Va., accepted it. 
Rauh’s main argument was 
that the state committee had 
no valid interest at all. It was 
set up by the same special ses- 
sion of the Legislature that en- 
acted Virginia’s program of 
“massive resistance to integra- 
tion in 1956, and Rauh said its 
purpose was simply to “stop 
integration.” 
He said he had never been 
able to get a clear statement 
from the chairman, Delegate 
James M. Thomson, of any 
legitimate interest of the com- 
mittee.

The Moscow planners remain 
committed to the priority of 
capital goods rather than con- 
sumer goods. But the con- 
sumer—that forgotten man of 
Stalin’s Russia—has lately been 
receiving more attention. The 
attempt now being made to 
rule without terror is one 
reason. And it is now becom- 
ing apparent that “the party” 
is no longer the only force in 
Soviet society; a public opinion 
is emerging among the masses 
and the workers’ revolts in the 
satellites were not overlooked 
in Moscow. 

An All-Out Contest. 

Another reason for concern 
for the consumer pertains to 
foreign policy: The all-out pro- 
duction “war” hchev has 
declared against us is a contest 


as well as basic industry. He 
wants to persuade the peoples 
of the newly developing coun- 
tries—and not simply by propa- 
ganda—that the Soviet way re- 
ally is a shortcut not just to 
national power but to material 
abundance. 

Foreign observers all testify 
that a slow improvement of 
living standards has been tak- 
ing place, or more accurately 
an easing of the extreme aus- 
terity which has been the lot 
of the Russions eyer since Hit- 
ler invaded in 1941. But by 
our standards, or even those of 
Western Europe, life in Russia 
is still drab and hard. Ordi- 
nary people are still preoccu- 
pied with satisfying the basic 
needs for food, clothing and 
shelter. The hunger for con- 
sumer goods of all kinds is in- 
tense and the queues of stolid 
women waiting for stores to 
open is still commonplace. . 

While bread is cheap, most 
foods seemed expensive. Rents 
are low (about 5 per cent or 
less of the average Russian’s 
wage), but most manufactured 


Autos Priced High. 
Automobiles, for example, are 
purposely priced at almost pro- 
hibitive levels. A 244-ton truck 
(for sale only to official organi- 
zations) is priced lower than 
the smallest passenger car. The 


or $2200 at the tourist rate of 
exchange of 10 rubles to the 
dollar,. while the small four- 
cylinder ‘““Muscovite” sells for 
25,000, and the larger and nicer 
“Volga,” which I saw on the 
assembly lines of the big auto 
plant in Gorky, costs 40,000 
rubles. And even if a Russian 
is able to pay 25,000 rubles for 
a “Muscovite” he may have to 
wait two to three years to get 
one. 

Education is free as far as 
you can go. So is medical serv- 
ice. Book stalls are literally 
everywhere and prices, like the 
quality, are low. The Russian 
appetite for the printed word 
is without equal. 

But clothing is very expen- 
sive. A man’s suit of poor 
quality may cost 1500 rubles. 
The price range of nylon ho- 
siery is from 13 to 43 rubles a 
pair, which means the average 
wage earner must work half a 
day to a day and a half for a 
pair of stockings. In the main 
department store of a remote 
provincial city, we foun that 
women’s wool stits cost from 
800 to 1200 rubles, blouses from 
77 to 200 and simple rayon 
dresses from 116 to 144. 

Opinion on Spending. 

No wonder many people an- 
swered “clothing” when we 
asked them how they would 
spend a wage increase. Others 
said “furniture,” where quali- 
ty, prices and scarcity are even 
worse. But they weren’t all so 
practical; our airplane hostess 
one day, a pretty Kazakh girl, 
said: “Oh, powder, lipstick and

The Whole Loaf 


It is still six weeks until the new Congress 
meets, but in the interval one of the most im- 
portant issues of the next session is being de- 
bated, tested and perhaps in effect being de- 
cided, That is the question of a change in the 
Senate rule concerning filibusters, and’ what 
kind of change it will be. 

The prospects are the brightest in many 
years that a change will be voted. This is 
because the Nov. 4 election saw the defeat of 
so many Republican Senators by progressive 
Democrats from the North and West. | 

Already a bi-partisan group, headed by 
Democrats Douglas of Illinois and Humphrey 
of Minnesota and Republicans Case of New 
Jersey and Javits of New York, is working 
hard to assemble support for a thoroughgoing 
change that would place control in the hands 
of the Senate majority. The rules now favor 
control by a minority and in the past minori- 
ties have been able to defeat legislation, no- 
tably in the field of civil rights, by the use 
of the unchecked filibuster. 

At the same time, Democratic Leader John- 
son of Texas, abetted by influential Senator 
Russell of Georgia, is working for a compro- 
mise. They see the’ handwriting on the wall, 
but want to retain a measure of control for 
the South. They would do so presumably 
by allowing the Senate to shut off a filibuster 
by vote of two thirds of those present, instead 
of by two thirds of the membership. 


That would be a substantial gain, but there 
is every reason why the Senate should go 
much farther when it makes its change. If 
the purpose of extended debate is to enable a 
group of Senators to call the country’s atten- 
tion to an issue which they deem important 
and to present the arguments on it adequate- 
ly, then the proposal of Senators Douglas, 
Humphrey, Case and Javits ought to be ac- 
ceptable. For it seeks to allow generous de- 
bate and then to provide the means for stop- 
ping delay and obstruction by majority rule 
and putting the issue to a vote. Here are 
the steps in the Douglas proposal: 


First, change the Senate practice which re- 
gards the rules as continuing from one ses- 
sion to the next. This would bring up for 
review Rule 22, which prohibits a vote to 
close debate on the question of changing 
Senate rules except by unanimous consent. 

Second, adopt a rule providing that debate 
may be closed by vote of two thirds of the 
Senators present and voting, two days after 
16 Senators file a petition for closing debate. 

Third, provide also that debate may be 
closed by a majority vote of the Senate 15 
days after the petition to close the debate 
is filed: So that no Senator could claim that 
he had not been able to speak effectively on 
the issue; the Douglas proposal would allow 
each Senator to talk for one additional hour, 
even after the cloture was approved. 


Fourth, in the end bring the issue under 
debate to the Senate for a majority vote. 
~ - ~ 


The issue of a rule change came up in the 
Senate last in January, 1957. Those who 
sought to bring the filibusters under control 
lost, 55 to 38, but the muster of 38 was twice 
the strength displayed in 1949. Now, with 
Senators Knowland, Jenner, Malone, Bricker, 
Martin (Pa.); Watkins, Revercomb and Bar- 
rett leaving the Senate, the Old Guard-Dixie- 
crat alliance is gravely weakened. At the 
same time the Douglas-Humphrey-Case-Javits 
side is greatly. strengthened by the election 
to the Senate of such men as Eugene McCar- 
thy of Minnesota, Young of Ohio, Keating of 
New York and Scott of Pennsylvania whose 
attitude against unrestrained talk in Congress 
is well established. 

Jan. 7 is the day when the rule issue will 
come up. But now ‘is the time for the anti- 
filibuster Senators to see that deals for seats 
on committees and other blandishments do 
not result in a victory for the Johnson-Russell 
compromise when full victory is in. sight. 


So That’s What’s in a Name 


A young Chinese Stakhanovite, engaged in 
the construction of a blast furnace in Man- 
churia, has committed himself pretty. well 
whole-hog to the industrial struggle. He has 
named his newborn son Chao Yang, the Chi- 
nese for Surpassing Britain—“expressive,” 
says the Peiping radio, ‘‘of his feelings in the 
race to overtake Britain in iron and steel 
production.” 

In the Soviet Union, where fear of being 
overtaken by Chinese production has become 
a popular nightmare, the “Britain” in the 
Chinese infant’s name may be taken uneasily 
as a diplomatic euphemism for “U.S.S.R.” So 
it may be timely to gird ourselves against the 
possibility of hearing that some Soviet child 
has been christened whatever the Russian 
equivalent is for Reoutdistancing China. 


Next Step on Schools 


The city-county White House Conference 
on Education has made a. valuable contribu. 
tion to the study of school needs and respon- 
sibilities in this area. Its delegates can con- 
tinue their useful work if they will undertake 
the leadership of movements to carry their 
recommendations into practical effect. 

On the vital question of equalizing educa- 
tional opportunity in the county, for example, 
the conference urges the elimination of school 
districts with fewer than 1500 students— 
which would reduce the number from 29 to 
23—and the adoption of a tax equalization 
plan to, provide a uniform base for education. 

District reorganization to this extent or 
farther could be initiated at once by the 
County Board of Education, which has re- 
vised a plan which the State Board sent 
back as inadequate. But a tax equaliza- 
tion plan would require action by the Legisla- 
ture. If the conference delegates prefer tax 
adjustment to more far-reaching consolida- 
tion of districts, they ought to begin now to 
organize support in the legislative session 
opening next January for such a measure. 

The Metropolitan Survey recommended a 
uniform county school tax sufficient to guar- 
antee in each school district a current expen- 
diture of someching like $300 per pupil. Dis- 
tricts individually would then adopt their own 
tax levies for interest and bond redemption, 
and for whatever level of expenditure they 
cared to support above the county-wide mini- 
mum. The whole county, in short, would 
support a given standard of education by 
tapping the whole county’s tax resources; 
buildings and operations beyond the standard 
would be supported by the individual tax 
bases of the particular districts. 

It can be argued that extensive district re- 
organization is a better way of accomplishing 
equalization. In any event, to take neither 
step would be unforgivable, Those who favor

It must be gall and wormwood for the Fris- 
co’s board of directors to reflect that if the 
management had gone about the business in 
compliance with the Interstate Commerce Act, 
their railroad might well have won control of 
the Central of Georgia strictly on the merits.

State Addendum on Strategy 


It is indeed unusual when the State Depart- 
ment comés forth with its own interpretation 
for public consumption of a Pentagon policy 
reappraisal. Secretary of Defense Neil McEl- 
roy, whose press conference on Thursday 
alarmed the State Department, must by now 
be well aware of the perils inherent in dis- 
cussing global strategy, especially when it 
has strong diplomatic overtones. 

Secretary McElroy said that the United 
States would shift emphasis from intermedi- 
ate (1500-mile) ballistic missiles to intercon- 
tinental (5500-mile) ballistic missiles as the 
ICBMs become; operational. He also said 
there would be greater reliance on allied 
forces in the various NATO countries. 

What worried the State Department must 
have been the thought that some of the NATO 
nations would fear they might not receive 
IRBMs. The State Department said: “There 
has been no basic change in United States de- 
fense policies. There is certainly no lessen- 
ing of our intention to proceed with making 
IRBMs available to our.European allies in ac- 
cordance with the decision of the NATO heads 
of government last December.” But only 
Britain and Italy have indicated they want 
IRBMs, the others giving signs that they re- 
gard IRBM bases as potential Soviet targets. 

When Congress convenes it may be ex- 
pected to take up with alacrity Mr. McElroy’s 
dissertation on global strategy and new de- 
fense concepts. Had he been clear and con- 
cise about what he was saying, no corrective 
statement would have been necessary. 


Khrushchev Plans Big 


In another dozen years Russia will be the 
world’s most advanced nation. It will out- 
produce everybody else, and-its people will 
have the shortest work week, the highest 
wages and best living standard on all the 
globe. So said Khrushchev as he announced 
a seven-year economic plan, to be “discussed” 
at regional meetings before its adoption in 
January by the twenty-first Communist party 
congress. | 

This sounds like campaign oratory to 
Americans who still smile about “two chick- 
ens in every pot,” and who know that “two 
cars in every garage” is impossible, consider- 
ing. the size of current models. No doubt 
there is a broad touch of fancy in the new 
Russian plan. Even Communist wonder-work- 
ers will find it difficult to achieve an increase 
of 85 to 88 per cent in heavy industry, and 
an over-all rise in productivity of 80 per cent. 
The very fact that some of the goals of earlier 
plans were met—or nearly so—makes it hard 
to hit the new targets. 

This, however, is no reason for turning 
from Khrushchev’s pronouncements with a 
grin. Even partial realization would move 
the Soviet Union farther into the forefront 
of the industrial nations. On the record, Rus- 
sia probably will come closest to reaching new 
goals set for heavy industry, which again 
has priority over consumer goods. And what- 
ever doubts may arise about the quantitative 
aspect, there should be no scoffing at the 
plan’s emphasis on a forward-looking ap- 
proach to industry—exemplified, for exam- 
ple, by increased application and generation 
of electric power. 

The United States hardly can hope to make 
comparable advances on a percentage basis 
since its output already is higher than that 
of Russia. It must nevertheless keep pace. It 
can ill afford such productive let-downs as 
came with the recession. Instead of scoffing 
at Russia for shooting at the moon, the 
United States must keep its own plants run- 
ning—and at an tempo. 4

It 
is apparent that 
the President is 
satisfied to let Secretary Dulles as- 
sume most, if not all, of the re 
sponsibility for the direction of our 
foreign affairs. It is increasingly ob- 
vious that the Congress (more par- 
ticularly the Democrats in Congress) 
is not content with this situation, 
and is exercising with more initiative 
and energy that it has for some time, 
the powers it has to remedy this 
condition. 


Public Opinion 


Discontent With Dulles 


Public opinion is eventually the 
controlling factor in the foreign 
policy of a democratic society. If, 
as Vice President Nixon said on 
more than one occasion during the 
recent election campaign, foreign 
policy was an issue—and I agree 
with him that it was—the people of 
this country are not satisfied with 
the status quo in our foreign policy 
either. They want g change. 

That change that would, of course, 
make the most difference in our 
foreign policy is the replacement of 
our present Secretary of. State, I 
believe that is a change which is 
needed. But it is ome over which the 
Congress has no direct control. 

This is not personal. Most people 
in both parties will agree that our 
Secretary of State is an intelligent, 
hard-working, dedicated public serv- 
ant. But he has beeome, I submit, 
the symbol of the national diseontent 
with our foreign policy, just as his 
predecessor did before him. 

Let us consider the effect of the 
election on the role of Congress in 
foreign affairs. Changes in com- 
position of the Senate will, in my 
view, vastly improve that body’s con- 
tribution to foreign, policy.

3. Exploration of the feasibility of 
an arms embargo for the entire area 
to be enforced by the U.N. channeling 
economic aid to specific projects 
rather than to political regimes. 

4. Investigation of the adequacy of 
our area intelligence which seemed 
so deficient at the time of the Iraq 
Revolution. 

5. Financial backing to establish 
a pro-Western Arab radio station in 
the Middle East to counter the “Voice 
of the Arabs” from Cairo. 


6. Consideration of repeal of the / 


so-called “Eisenhower Doctrine’’—a 
hideous mistake for which the Sen- 
ate must bear its share of the re- 


. sponsibility—-which has embarrassed 


our friends in the region and totally 
missed ‘the main nationalistic trend 
of thought in the area. The doctrine 
is not now subscribed to by any state 
and has not been invoked at any 
time, even in the Lebanese affair. 
In this area and many others Con- 
gress can make a substantial con- 
tribution to sagity and sound policy. 
It cannot push water uphill. It can- 
not entirely fill the vacuum caused 
by a failure of leadership in the 
White House and, in particular, it 
cannot prevent those inevitable fur- 
ther disasters which stare us in the 
face so long as a weak President con-

THE PHYSICIST’S CONCEPTION OF 
NATURE, by Werner Heisenberg.

It is 
that about 15 years after the 
end of a big war, there occurs 
a big political change marked 
by the passing of the war gen- 
eration and the advent of the 
generation which had ho re- 
sponsibility for, even though it 
participated in, the war. . 

Thus 15 years after the first 
world war, in 1933, Hitler came 
to power in Germany and 
Roosevelt in this country. Two 
years earlier Japah inaugurat- 
ed in Manchuria that series of 
military aggressions which 
marked the end of the settle- 
ment of the first world war 
and led up to the second world 
war.

Now here, only 
two years later, there is a 
complete reversal; and yet I 
do not see where there is any- 
thing that these people con- 
sciously want the Administra- 
tion to do differently.” 

The answer, as it appeared in 
the election returns, is that a 
decisive majority of the people 
want the. Government, not 
merely Administration, but all 
Government, national and state, 
to come alive and to be alert 
and to show vigor, and not to 
keep mouthing the same old 
slogans, and not t6 dawdle 
along in the same old ruts. 


Nixon and the Losers. 


When they aré told by the 
President himself on the day 
after election that the para- 
mount task before the country 
is to spend less money, rather 
than to master its great prob- 
lems, the people know that the 
President has lost touch with 
them, and with their problems, 
and is living in the past. 

Vice President Nixon is in a 
difficult position. In age, he 
belongs to the generation that 
is rising to power. But politi- 
cally, he belongs to the wrong 
generation, He is irretrievably 
committed to the politicians 
who are receding and are pass- 
ing out of power. 

While he is not a man of 
deep and abiding principle and 
can shift his position, it is not 
easy to see how he can now 
remake the public image of 
himself. For he would have, on 
the ohe hand, to retain the de- 
votion of the Old Guard and, 
on the other, he would have to 
talk the language of the en- 
lightened progressives.

Acetazolamide’s efficacy in 
relieving edemas—or abnormal 
accumulations of fluids in the 
body—and its value in treating 
epilepsy are well known to 
medical science, but the reason 
for the drug's influence on 
epilepsy is not clear.

that the drug’s anti-convulsant 
action might stem from a chem- 
ical reaction in the central 
nervous system, as well 
the kidneys. 7 

Acetazolamide attacks ede- 
mas by curbing an enzyme 
called carbonic anhydrase dn 
the kidneys, it was explained, 
and the same enzyme is pres- 
ent in the brain. The enzyme 
has to do with the way the 
body uses carbon dioxide, 
which in turm has an effect on 
nerve sensitivity. 

The doctors pointed out that 
scientists elsewhere had dem- 
onstrated, in experiments with 
mice, that acetozolamide con- 
tinued to have an anti-convul- 
sant effect even in the case of 
animals from which the kid- 
neys had been removed.

The Rockies are higher, Wis- 
consin has more lakes and the 
snow-capped mountains of the 
West have grandeur. There are 
more rugged vistas and deep- 
er gorges to be found in many 
areas. But for outstanding 
beauty there is not a spot in 
the entire nation that is more 
charming than the Current- 
Eleven Points river country. 
The two spring-fed, crystal- 
clear rivers are unsurpassed in 
their rolling, roistering, natural 
beauty. 

The surrounding countryside 
is thinly settled and condem- 
nation of the land or dispos- 
session of the inhabitants 
would not be necessary. There 
is plenty of room to establish 
a playground of the first mag- 
nitude without any such pro- 
cedure, The Clark and Mark 
Twain national forests are ex- 
amples that such procedure is 
possible. 


Areas Inadequate. 


There is great need for new 
recreational areas in the Unit- 
ed States. People are becom- 
ing more recreational-minded 
each year and present facilities 
are inadequate. The Congres- 
sional Quarterly says that the 
concern of all who know the 
facts is that “as a nation, we 
are running out of adequate 
outdoor recreational areas to 
play in.” 

Our National Park Service 
system was designed to handle 
25.000,000 visitors a year. Last 
year 59,000,000 visited our na- 
tional parks. The Park Service 
system predicts 80,000,000 will 
be jamming the parks by 1966. 

In 1946 the state-operated 
parks recorded 92,000,000 visits. 
In 1957 the state parks re- 
corded 216,000,000 visits. Mis- 
souri state parks alone reg- 
istered more than 3,000,000 
visitors. 

The Army Engineers recre- 
ation areas reported 16,000,- 
000 visitors in 1950, and 80,- 
000,000 in 1957. Startling gains 
were made in the national 
forests. The United States 
‘Forest Service had 6,000,000 
visitors in 1926. In 1956 the 
total of visitors was nearly 
53,000,000, and the service esti- 
mates that the increase in the 
number of visitors between 1926 
and 1968 will be close to 1400 
per cent. 

No doubt, the Presidential 
Commission will view areas 
over the entire United States. 
Much of the work, however, 
will be done through the 25- 
member advisory council. The 
Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission, the Missouri Develop- 
ment and Resources Division, 
sportsmen’s organizations, and 
civic clubs throughout the 
state should work with might 
and main to call attention to 
the enhancing .possibilities of 
the Current river-Eleven Points 
river country. If its déevelop- 
ment should become a reality, 
millions of vacation-minded 
people would flock to this area 
each year and it would become 
the playground of the Midwest.

Top scoring team among the 
major colleges is Syracuse with 
249 points for eight games, an 
average of 31.1. The bowl- 
minded Orange pulled ahead 
of Army in the point race by 
blasting Colgate 47.0. 


Giles Reply Angers 
New York's Shea

area was issued yesterday by 


dell boulevard-Euclid avenue 


G. Hubert Bates, state finance 
commissioner. 

To be known as City Bank, 
the new institution was organ- 
ized by a group headed by 
Julius (Biggie) Garagnani, res- 
traurant operator, who said 
two sites are under consider- 
ation. One is on West Pine 
boulevard west of Euclid. The 
other is at the corner of Lin- 
dell and Euclid. 


The bank will open in tem- 
| porary quarters within 30 da 
after it receives Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corp. approval, 
but future plans call for leasing 
space in a 15-story medical of- 
fice building to be erected in 
the area, Garagnani said. 


Papers filed with Bates call 
\for capital of ge divided 
into 10,000 shares of $20 par 
value. In addition, there is an 
$80,000 paid-in surplus and 
$20,000 of paid-up undivided 
profit, giving the bank a total 
capitalization of $300,000. The 
amount can bé increased by the 
board of directors. 

Although the papers listed 
Oliver R. Kraft, presently. an 
oficial of the American WNa- 
tional Bank, as president, Gar- 
agnani said this was an error. 
He said Kraft would be vice 
president and chief operating 
officer, and a president would 
be selected later. 

Directors are Garagnani, 
Samuel M. Rosenberg, retired 
executive of Universal Match 
Corporation; Dr. Wendell G. 
Scott, radiologist; G. Duncan 
Bauman, personnel director of 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat;: 
Harold Koplar, hotel operator, 
and Kraft. Five more directors 
will be named later, Garagnani 
said. 

The charter authorizes the 
new institution to engage in 
the general banking and safe 
deposit business. It is the first 
bank charter granted in the St.

Today in a period of wild and unprecedented 
Prosperity, the advertiser of television seems un- 
able to afford anything more ambitious than parlor 
games, Why is this? Back when television had 
no money at all, it put on Toscannini, 12 hour- 
long weekly live dramatic programs and the Metro- 
politan Opera. Now, that it’s rich, it can only 
afford “Concentration,” a variation of a child’s 
card game. If we get any richer, television will 
be able only to afford to turn the station on long 
enough to give the soap commercial and turn it 
right off again. 


I have nothing against sponsored television except 


that the advertising message is only supposed to pay for 
the program, not to be the entire program. In the current 
Readers Digest, W. L. White writes: 


“If sometimes you complain about the quality of the 


programs you see on your TV set, if you wonder why so 
many of them are dull or tawdry and constantly interrupted 
by commercials, remember this: You are not allowed to pay 
to see what you really want. 

The 
miracle is that television is as good as it often is.”

U.S. Investments Abroad 


BUFFALO, N.Y., Nov. 19. 


ECONOMIC PROBLEMS of the Latin-American repub- 
lics are the subject of discussion at’a conference now go- 
ing on in Washington, where 21 of the republics are repre- 
sented. These problems are, of course, more important in 
our relationships in Latin America than political matters, 


as anyone returning from that area will tell you. 


There is one thing in this situation that is 
never mentioned but which, I think, ought to be 
brought out into the open. This is the attitude of 
United States business men, who think it is the 
usual and accepted practice of Latin-American 
officials to come into power with a small amount 
of money and to leave after having acquired a con- 
siderable fortune. 


These business Men seem to think that this practice 
is not frowned upon by the people in high places and is 


little known or understood by the people as a whole, 


No diplomat from the United States—or from any other 
country probably—would acknowledge that foreign business 
men in Latin America accept this as a fact and, therefore, 


feel that whatever they want they can get for a price. 


These “extra financial arrangements” do not, 
of course, create the best atmosphere for normal 
investment and business transactions, It is better 
for our relations with Mexico and South America 
to encourage private investors by establishing in 
these countries channels that are advantageous and 
attractive to United States and other foreign capi- 
tal. 


This might be done by lower taxes for a while on for- 
eign investments, stable government policies and develop- 
ment of a feeling that the foreigner is really wanted and 
will be accepted not only for his money but as an indi- 


vidual. 


Inflation, of course, plagues many 


ant to contemplate. 


The usual complaint United States visitors to 
Mexico hear is that the United States wants to buy 
cheaply but to sell its products at high prices. This 
should be.ironed out, for an increase in trade be- 
tween the United States and Mexico would be ad- 
vantageous to both nations. Although we buy less 
than we sell to the Mexicans, we sell them more 
than we sell in any other part of the world, so it 
is normal that we should cultivate good will among 


our best customers. 


It is well for us to realize that Canada, Mexico and the 
United States should grow in interdependence. Year by 
year there is a greater intellectual exchange between us. 
More students come to us from these countries, and they 
like us and we like them. 
But economic problems are apt to disrupt these friend- 
ly relationships. So we may have to reconsider our own 
economic system with the thought in mind that some prod- 
ucts we now sell them might better be produced in these 
sister republics than at home, and at lower cost. Tariffs 
which hurt their economy certainly are not the answer.
